Japanese Canadians seek redress

Japanese Canadians are dissatis- 
fied with the federal government’s 
offer of $12 million to compensate 
them for their internment during 
World War II. 

The most recent offer, made in 
1987, is twice as much as a previous 
offer but community spokespcoplc 
arc not impressed. 

McGill Geography professor and 
president of the Québec chapter of 
National Association of Japanese 
Canadians (NAJC), Audrey 
Kobayashi said the government’s 
proposed settlement “refuses to 
recognize the principle of individ- 
ual compensation.” 

"Japanese Canadians did not suf- 
fer from World War II. They suf- 
fered from racism. To compensate 
them as a group is only another 
form of racism," he said. 
Kobayashi added the settlement 
would give approximately $50 per 
person in 1946 dollars. 

In 1942, 22 000 people of Japa- 
nese ancestry were interned in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Since then, Canada 
has never offered the Japanese 
community redress even though the 
Mulroncy government had prom- 
ised it as a campaign issue in the last 
election. 

According to McGill East Asian 
Studies professor Kathleen 
Mcrken, the current campaign for 
redress has “something to do with 
the government’s broken prom- 
ises." 

The NAJC is sponsoring a na- 
tional forum on repress on April 14 
in Ottawa. Kobayashi said the fo- 
rum will allow Japanese Canadians 
to express their views on redress. 
“There arc a lot of issues of prin- 
ciple that we’re concerned about” 
McGill Law Professor Irwin 
Coder is working with NAJCon the 
case for redress. 

“We want a public apology, fi- 
nancial compensation for all af- 
fected Japanese Canadians still 
alive and, on a symbolic as well as 



substantive ievci, the creadon of a 
human rights compensation fund to 
combat racism," Coder said, 
Koyabashi said Japanese Canadi- 
ans received worse treatment dur- 
ing the war and are being offered 
less compensation than their 
American counterparts. In 1987, 
the U.S, House of Representatives 
passed a bill offering $20 000 to all 
Japanese Americans interned dur- 
ing World War II. “In terms of the 
1940’s, Japanese Americans were 
treated much better than Japanese 
Canadians,” said Koyabashi. 



Japanese Americans interned 
during World War II were released 
in January of 1945. Japanese Cana- 
dians were not released undi April 
1, 1949. 

Montréal members of the NAJC 
held a forum Monday night to dis- 
cuss the issue of redress. According 
to Coder, one of the evening’s 
speakers, “it serves as an opportu- 
nity to make the case in a public fo- 
rum.” Koyabashi added Monday’s 
forum was a preliminary to the 
nadonal redress forum. 

Mcrken, also a member of the 



original Committee for Japanese 
Canadian Redress, said interest in 
the issue within the Japanese Cana- 
dian Community built gradually. 
“Originally, it was an extremely 
small group. Nobody was going to 
listen to us. From within the com- 
munity we were being called ex- 
tremist. Then, people started 
changing their minds." 

Mcrken attributes this change to 
the passage of the U.S. congres- 
sional bill. “Once they saw the U.S. 
doing it, Canadians followed suit,” 
she said. 



Arts may still pay more

If Arts and Science students ap- 
prove changes to their faculty soci- 
ety consdtudon this week they may 
resurrect a thrice-defeated volun- 
tary tuidon fee increase proposal. 

The changes to the Arts and Sci- 
ences Undergraduate Society 
(ASUS) Constitution arc part of 
what Science Senator Alix 
Maclean calls a “ total rehaul.” 

“We’re changing the constitution 
tecause it’s pretty old,”, she said. ; 

ASUS VP Arts Jonathan 
Goodman anticipated "no prob- 
lems” with passage of the constitu- 
tional changes. 

Goodman said he would use the 
student-initiated referendum (SIR) 
clause to bring his proposal for a 
voluntary tuition increase before 
students in the Arts faculty. 

“I’ll have all the signatures I need 
to nm a referendum by Friday,” he 
said. Goodman said he will run his 
referendum in September. 

But the proposé article docs not 
allow SIR to change ASUS fees. 

To get around fliis, Goodman 
plans to create an autonomous 
board of directors to collect the fee 
and adminstcr the funds. 

Goodman’s proposal has been 
defeated tl^ times by the ASUS 
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Executive council. Running the 
propo^ under a student-initiated 
referendum would remove it from 
the ASUS Executive Council. 
“Students will be able to pass it if 
that’s what they want," said 
Maclean. 

Goodman said the new article 
will make the ASUS more demo- 
cratic. "In the past, everything had 
to get the approval of the ASUS 
Executive for it to be law," he said, 

ASUS President Geoff Moore 
agreed. "I think the clause is useful 
for student involvement,” he said, 
“Sometimes, student opinion can 
be different from that ci' the execu- 
tive,” he added. “As student reps, 
we’re not all-knowing. We can 



make mistakes.” 

Maclean predicted that student- 
initiated referenda would not be 
commonplace. 

Maclean said the ASUS student 
initiated referenda will be used 
separately in each faculty. "Issues, 
that are faculty-specific will stay 
separate. For example, issues just 
for science students will be voted 
on by science students," ■ 

Student initiated referendums 
will require 100 signatures to berun 
and will affect all ASUS policies 
except fees, composition of the 
ASUS executive council and con- 
stitutional changes. Any student- 
initated change must remain in ef- 
fect for two years.

“I’m a bit surprised at this," said 
Osorio’s lawyer, Stewart Istvanffy. 
“I didn’t think [the Mexican gov- 
ernment] would go quite so far as to 
detain Hernandez." 

According to Istvanffy, Hernan- 
dez had been unable to leave his 
home on Monday. “There were two 
cars full of people watching his 
house, and he didn’t want to take 
any chances,” he said. 

Madeleine des Noyes of the 
Comité d’information Canada- 
Mexique said Hernandez had flown 
from his home in Mexico City to 
Acapulco where Mexican officials 
check the identification of all 
people leaving Mexico. 

“They held him for two hours, 
questioning him, and told him he 
could go,” she said. By the time he 
was released, his plane had left. 

Fernandez said he would agam 
try to fly to Canada yesterday. 
Osorio’s hearing should finish to- 
day with Hernandez’ testimony. 

Osorio celebrated his 32nd birth- 
day yesterday with the knowledge 
that, should Canada grant him refu- 
gee stauis, he will have to undergo 
another hearing to determine if he 
will be allowed to settle in Canada. 

Fernandez is a former political 
prisoner and a member of the 
Mexican human rights organiza- 
tion, the National Front Against 
Repression. Osorio, as a soldier in • 
the Mexican parachutists brigade 
from 1977 tol982, used to make 
political prisoners ‘disappear’ from 
the military prison at Campo Mili- 
laro Numéro Uno, near Mexico 
City. 

Judges reject Mexican affidavits 
as evidence 

Judge Arsenault chastised Immi- 
gration Appeals Officer Gary 
Blachford for presenting affidavits 
from the Consul .General ofMexico 
as evidence contradicting Osorio’s 
testimony. 

“We consider it deplorable that 
you have produced documents that 
allege these things without secur- 
ing the consent of these officials to 
submit to cross-examination,” 
Arsenault said to Blachford. 

“Since you have not obtained the 
best proof available, we will not 
take these affidavits into considera- 
tion in rendering our final deci- 
sion,” Arsenault added. 

Blachford also introduced evi- 
dence of Osorio’s alleged criminal 
record in the U.S., which he de- 
scribed as “tenuous.” The record 
included several convictions for 
U’cspassing, petty larceny and driv- 
ing without a license, but Blachford 
said he did not have conclusive 
proof that the record belonged to 
Osorio.
